BATHURST, Gambia, Africa—(&)— 


Balked by unfavorable winds in two 
attempts to take off, presumably for 
South America, Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bcrkh announced last Sunday that he 
and his wife would start at 10:45 p. m. 
Sunday Central standard time. 


Twice the Lindberghs were forced 


to return to shore today in their big 
monoplane, heavily laden with fuel 
Some of the surplus gasoline was re- 
moved from the tanks in preparation 
for another start. 


A broiling hot sun thinned the air 


and there was no breeze. 


The Lindbergh plane has a flying 


range'of more than 2,000 miles. The 
air line distance, almost entirely over 
water from Bathurst to Natal, Brazil, 
is about 1,875 miles in the path of the 
southeastern trade winds. Along this 
route are two islands, Fernando do 
Noronha, located 125 miles from the 
Brazilian mainland where a penal col- 
ony is maintained, and St. Paul, about 
350 miles northeast of the first island. 


The steamer Westfalen, which has 


been tested as a floating refueling 
base for South Atlantic fliers, will 
not be available to the Lindberghs un- 
less their start is 
delayed beyond 


Monday since it is refueling at the 
Brazilian mainland.

with the Little Rock Federal 
Home Loan Bank. 


The petition, signed by J. D. Barlow, 


A. D. Middlebrooks and O. A. Graves, 
was taken to Little Rock late Saturday 
by J. Curran Conway, field organizer 
for the Federal Home Loan Bank. 


Mr. Conway will return to Hope 


Tuesday and launch the organization 
work. Business men and investors, 
generally, will be solicted for stock 
memberships by a special commitee. 


Three Requirements 


There are three requirements to be 


met before the savings and loan as- 
sociation can be put into operation: 


1. It must have at least 30 individ- 


ual subscribers. 


2. It must have a total of 250 paid- 


in shares. 


3. The 
initial 
local 
subscription 


must total at least $2,500. 


Except for these three requirements, 


it will 'riot be necessary for Individual 
subscribers td,pay their whole, obliga- 
tion at once, the purpose of the fed- 
eral savings and loan association be- 
ing to attract investment capital how- 
:ver small, and on a part-pay plan, 
Mr. Conway told The Star before re- 
turning to Little Rock Saturday. 


Not only does the federal govern- 


ment supervise this modern building 
and loan plan in its entirety, but the 
government actually advances more 
money than is invested locally, Mr. 
Conway said. 
, 


Assuming that the Hope Federal 


Savings & Loan Association starts 
with $5,000 paid-up capital, he declar- 
ed, the federal government will con- 
tribute another $5,000 to the capital 
account, and the savings and loan as- 
sociation will then have a credit line 
of $3,500 from the Federal Home Loan 
Bank at Little Rock—making $8,500 
contributed by the 
federal 
agency, 


against $5,000 by local citizens.

ganizer said, will continue on this 
basjs up to a capitalization of $100,000 
for a city the size of Hope. 


There are 3,000 counties in the Unit- 


ed States, and half of them are at 
present without building and loan 
'acilities. It is the purpose of the Fed- 
tral Home Loan Bank to sponsor fed- 
eral savings and loan associations in 
the principal community of each of 
these 1,500 counties, Mr. Conway said, 
restricting each savings and loan unit 
,o its home county, keeping loans on 
a safe and sound basis, and prohibit- 
ing competition between companies 
for business, which was an underly- 
ng cause of the collapse of so many 
building and loan concerns during the 
panic. 


Appearing before two local civic 


clubs Friday, Mr. Conway declared 
that federal savings and loan stock 
offered a new attractive field for local 
investment capital, earning a good re- 
turn, on safe collateral, and provding 
a means for financing construction of 
new residences, repair of old ones, or 
inrefinancing of present mortgages, 
within certain limitations. 


Federal savings and loan units are 


a permanent new part of the national 
banking structure, the organizer con- 
cluded, and will occupy a field from 
which commercial banks have with- 
drawn—the handling of real estate 
financing.

The Rev. J. L. Williams, Presbyterian 
minister of Washington was in charge 
Burial was in Rose Hill cemetery 
Hope. 


Both funerals were 
attended by 


large crowds. 


The duel occurred at 1:30 o'clock 


Saturday morning following a dance 
the two men had attended. Turner 
was shot three times. He 
died in 


Julia Chester hospital two hours later 
Seymour was shot once by Turner. 
He died a few minutes later. 


Neighbors said the tragedy climaxed 


an old grudge between the two men 
that dated back 12 years ago. 


Dr. J. H. Weaver, county coroner,

The nation at last is awakening to 


the appalling menace 
of lynch law, 


with the hideous acts for western, mid- 
western, and eastern mobs fresh in 
mind, and a concerted effort is being 
launched to stamp out the evil. 


From 
the 
hero 
of a swift blow 


struck for American liberty comes the 
name that designates this most heinous 
of crimes, according to the most ac- 
cepted version. 


Charles Lynch was a Virginia plant- 


er, a member of the house of burgesses 
a justice of the peace, turned soldier 
during the war of the Revolution. In 
1780, as he prepared to lead his cav- 
alry squadron against the invading 
British, he discovered a formidable 
conspiracy among Tories, of Bedford 
county. 


Name Is Born 


Lynch essentially was a man of ac- 


tion. Without a moment's hesitation, 
after capturing the ringleaders, he 
:ondemed them to imprisonment and 
ncontinently flung them into jail, 
hwarting the plot against the patri- 
ots. 


He had exceeded the limit of his 


powers, in this heavy-handed emer- 
gency thrust, and from this action 
was coined the name given to lawless- 
ness parading under the guise of law. 


Lynching, in its early days, rarely 


involved death. Tar and feather par- 
ties and riding victims on a rail were 
regarded as lynching. And even this 
was not frequent, except in sparsely 
settled frontier communities. 


From 1830 to 1840 it seldom meant 


inflicting (he death penalty. As "civ- 
ilization and culture" advanced, from 
1850 to 1860, it often had that mean-

:< number of new ones; hut on no one docs It place a greater respon- 
sibility than on (lie average, cvery-tlay citizen who likes his occasional 
highball; cocktail or glass of \vine. 


There is no ({i.iesticn whatever tlmt it was public resentment over 


the activities of the bootlegger and his allies that was chiefly respon- 
sible for the voting of repeal. 


There were'other factors, of course. But the citizenry as a whole- 


made up Us mind that a law which subsidized such an Insolent and. 
lawless criminal class was a law that did not belong on the honks any 
longer; and for that reason, more than for any other, prohibition was 
voted- cut.1 


So what? So now we approach a new era; in which ti will be 


possible to put the bootlegger out- of business. But If this desirable 
end- is to be gclncdj most of the work will have to be done by the 
average citizen mentioned above. 


He can do it very simply. 
All he has to do; is make-no pur- 


chases of liquor which are not legal. 


Not all cf the liquor control laws now being adopted are as lib- 


eral as scute wets wouid like. In many places it will still be as legal 
to*, "walk-in and buy a drink" after December 5 as it was before. In 
many states- the' tax program will make legal liquor slightly more 
expensive that the illegal kind, 


Furthermore, it is an open secret that the bootlegger Is-not going1. 


to quit cold. He wilt hang en it he gets half a chance. 
: 
The bootlegger will'bet the chance if the average citizen concludes 


that.it is cheaper and simpler io buy from the speakeasy than from. 
the' legal source of supply. But if the average citizen does come to' , 
thai conclusion he will be kidding himself very badly. 


Simpler—when each purchase helps to perpetuate that' frightfully 


(angled- and complex crime problem) which' strikes at the very heart' 
of municipal government? 


• • • • 
Cheaper—wHen" filch dollar spent on bootleg booze 'goes to pay 


the'hired killers,-the fixers, the crooked1 politicians-and the assorted 
hoc (Hums whom the illegal liquor traffic supports? 


By buying your liquor legally you-strike a body blow at the boot- 


legger. Instead of contributing tc the upkeep of the underworld, you 
contribute, through taxes, to the support of your own government, 
It is estimated that you and. yoilr fellow citizens arc going to con- 
tribute in that way to the tune of several hundred million dollars 
a. ycnr. 


If we need a new slogan to carry into the repeal- era, we might 


try llu's: It' pays to be legal.

All 
candles containing' mllk; must be stir- 
red while boiling to prevent stick- 
ing and scorching. Stir slowly and 
use a wooden spoon;

THo cups granulated sugar, V« tea- 


spoon cream of tartar, few grains salt, 
2'3 cup boiling water. 


Mix and sift sugar, cream of tartar 


and salt into a smooth'sauce pan. Add 
water and stir until sugar is melted. 
Put over a low fife and- bring slowly 
to the boiling point. Place a pan of 
cold' water close' to the pan of cook- 
ng syrup and wipe off crystals as they 
form. Cover pan ad let boil two min- 
utes. Remove coyer and swab off 
crystals. Boll uncovered until a soft 
ball is formed when a few drops are 
tested in a saucer of cold water. The 
candy thermometer 
should register 


238 degrees F. When syrup' is cooked 
enough, immediately put the pan in- 
to a large pan of cold water and let 
stand undisturbed until cool: Beat 
with' a wooden spoon until creamy. 
When too stiff to stir turn onto a large 
platter or marble slab and kneed un- 
til soft. Put into-a bowl brushed, with 
olive oil, cover with a dampened cloth 
and' then cover the bowl tightly and 
let stand- several days before using; 
Flavor when ready 
to 
form 
into 


shapes. 


Butter Creams 


One cup fondant, 4 tablespoons but- 


ter, Vi teaspoon vanilla,. 


Work butter into fondant. Add va- 


nilla- and beat until thoroughly mix- 
ed. Put into a bowl,.cover closely and 
let stand in a cold plact until chilled 
and firm. Form into marbles and dip 
in chocolate. 


Peppermint Wafers 


One cup fondant, 2 or 3 drops oil of 


peppermint. 


Make fondant into a flat cake and 


drop peppermint into the center. Work 
with a wooden spatula or the fingers 
until smooth and' thoroughly mixed. 
Make into flat shapes about the size 
of a half-dollar and coat with bitter 
chocolate. 


Nut and Fruit Ri>U 


Two cups fondant, 1 cup broken 


nut meats, lk cup sliced candied cher- 
ries, >A cup sliced candied pineapple 
'/4 teaspoon vanilla. 


Work fruit and nuts into fondant 


Add vanilla and form into a roll about 
.% inch in diameter. Cover with oil- 
ed paper and let stand in a cold place 
until firm. Cut in slices and dip in 
chocolate or use plain as preferred. 


Nuts can be wrapped in fondan 


and then dipped in chocolate. 


Preserved cherries can be drainec 


from their syrup, wrapped in fondan 
and then dipped in a mixture of sweei 
and bitter chocolate. 


Crushed pineapple can be drainet 


irom its juice aftd inixed with fon 
dant and the mixture shaped in smal 
marbles and dipped. 


Dates are a: delicious 
conftction 


stuffed with vanilla flavored fondant 


Small patties of fondant are toppei 


with an unbroken half of a pecan o 
English walnut. A blanched' almond 
half of a candied cherry, a thin slice 
of candied pineapple or even a cube of 
bright jelly can be used to give 
variety to a box oi Christmas candies.

Hujfe indemnity Paid 


Twice this happened in the case of 


Chinese lynched in Wyoming and Cal- 
ifornia; and twice in cases of Italians 
lynched in California- and Louisiana. 
The indemnity in all thest cases total- 
ed more than a quarter million dol- 
lars. 


The greatest number 
of. persons 


done to death by mobs in a single 
year was 235 in 1892, From year to 
year since; there has: been, a steady 
decline in the toll. 


But the time is not here- for con- 


gratulation. In 1932 there were 10 
lynchings in the United States. When 
a mob in San Jose, Calif., dragged 
two kidnap-slayers from jail and 
hanged them in a public park and an 
enraged throng seized a negro in jail 
at St. Jbsephj Mo., and hanged artd 
burned him, the total to date in 1933 
mounted, to 27, the highest mark since 
1926, when there were 38 lynchings. 


Ho'w many murders in the world's 
history had taken place Just as 
McNeal had reconstructed this one' 
Countless thousands, no doubt. 


He thought of the girl' In the

However, except in the early set- 


tlement of California, lynching seems 
seldom to have been practiced until 
after the Civil war. 


Men trained in the rough school of 


the wilderness were impatient of legal 
forms and technicalities. They want- 
ed their justice straight and swift. So 
lynch law eradicated outlawry and 
cattle rustling from the forests, moun- 
tain passes, and valleys of the far 
west. 


Then came the disorders after eman- 


cipation, during Reconstruction clays 
in> the south. Lynching came to mean 
torture and death, with negroes al- 
most always the victims. And lynch 
law became, in the e^es of the world, 
a peculiarly American institution. 


Be that as it may, it is a crime 


which has prevailed in other countries. 
In England, it was practiced untie, 
the name of Lydford law; in Scot- 
land it was called Cowper law. There 
also was gibbtt, or Halifax, and Jed- 
dart law in Britain, which indicated 
the same fate for the unfortunate of- 
fender. 


North Also Guilty 


Russia, too, is not guiltless of lynch- 


ing, and in Germany there was the 
Vehmgerichte. 


Northerners are prone to look to- 


ward the south when lynching is 
mentioned. But the hands of citizens 
of almost every northern stute are 
stained with the blood of victims of 
the noose, the stake; and the gun. 


The east has the cleanest record of 


ol any section, when lynching sta- 
istics are checked. In the west, most 
cf the victims are white. In the south, 
legroes are by far the greatest suf- 
"erers. 


One significant finding blasts the 


)elief that a mob is motivated by 
chivalry, protecting the honor of the 
vomanhood of 
its 
community. In 


918, for instance, it was shown that 
if a 'otal of 62 lynchings, only 16 weix- 
or criminal assault. 


Many Were Innocent 


A study by the Inter-Racial Co-op- 
ration Commission of mob murder 
ver a period of curly a lialf century 
liows that many of the victims were 
mocent of the offenses for which 
ley died deaths of horror.

There were cases of burnings, hang- 


ings; and fatal beatings that involved 
crimes no more serious than hog

Men-Leader was Killed 


No more ghastly evidence of the 


misplaced vengeance of a mob can 
be presented than that for which two 
men died at Celina, O., in 1872. An 
enraged band 
of farmers, 
led by 


Thomas B. Douglas, hanged Alexander 
McLeod and Absalom Kimmel for thi 
assault and murder of Mary Secaur 
a child of 14, despite strong indica 
lion that they knew nothing of the 
crime. 


Years later, Douglas, on his death- 


bed in Denver, confesed that he hai 
slain the child and had spurred on th 
mob to turn suspicion away from him 
self.

CHICAGO-^)—Alexander Legge 


67, first chairman of the Federal Farm 
Board and president of the Interna 
tional Harvester company,, died sud- 
denly at his home in Hinsdale Sun- 
day. 


Heart disease ended a career tha 


embraced outstanding achievements in 
the fields of farming, big business anc 
governmental affairs. 


Legge was born on a farm in Dane 


county, Wis., and devoted virtually 
his entire life to agriculture, with the 
exception of periods during which he 
was drafted by the government for 
federal service. 


Shortly after the outbreak of the 


World war, he 
was 
summoned to 


Washington as a- "dollar a year" ex- 
ecutive and was made director of in- 
dustrial mobilization. Later he was 
assigned the task of directing the War 
Industries Board and as vice chair- 
man was in charge' of all munition 
shipments, both to American and Al- 
lied forces abroad. 


In 1929, Legge was named chairman 


of the Federal Farm: Board by Presi- 
dent Hoover, a position that often 
threw him into violent controversy 
with former close associates of the 
grain trade. 


Legge resigned the Farm Board posi- 
ion in 1931, having been recalled by 
he harvester company, and having 
served several months more than he 
had agreed to at the time of his ap- 
pointment. Of late Legge had been 
Irawing up a code for the agricultural' 
mplement industry.

You wear clothes for three particu- 


lar reasons. 
First, to satisfy our views regarding 


modesty. Second, as protection against 
the elements. Third, to attract the op- 
posite sex. 


In warm countries, people are not 


concerned with the wearing of clothes 
for protection to the skin. The weath- 
er is not likely to affect them ene dur- 
ing the rainy season. They accustom 
themselves soon to the sun and rain 
and they even may overcome the an- 
noyance of being bitten by insects. 


However, those who live in the tem- 


perate or cold regions of the world 
find it necessary to wear some cov- 
ering for the skin, since they are not 
capable of withstanding extreme cold, 


The 
noted 
London 
physiologist 


Prof. Leonard Hill, points out thai 
the civilized man when naked anc 
quiet, finds water at a temperature of 
95 to 98 degrees Fahernheit not un- 
bearably warm, and temperature of 
76 to 86 as pleasant. 


However, when the temperature ir 


the room is 60, it seems cold, and 40 
to 50 degrees is very cold. There are 
a few people, indeed, who can stant 
exposure to freezing temperatures on 
the naked skin. 


While you are at work at a desk or 


in a shop, you expose about 20 per 
ctnt of your body surface to the air 
The rest of the body is covered with 
clothing and the temperature under 
this clothing usually is about 95 de- 
grees. 
It long has been recognized that, you 


can accustom yourself to coldter tem- 
perature by exposing gradually more 
and more of your body to the cole 
weather. 


For some time there was a fad oi 


having children go with their legs 
bared during the cold weather, with 
the idea that this would accustom 
them to the cold and make it much 
harder for them to catch colds. Many 
a child suffered acute discomfort, with 
his knees rattling like castenettes 
while he walked beside a mother 
clothed in a woolen skirt and cover- 
ed with furs. 


A child ought to wea renougn cov- 


ering at all times. This does not mean 
ihat the child is to be overclothed, 
which will interfere with the condi- 
tion of its skin and subject it to a 
sudden change of temperature when 
the clothing is removed. 


It does mea, however, that insuffi- 


cient clothing of the child leads to 
everexposure and overexposure is as- 
sociated with illness. 


Sharp changes in temperature are 


alleged to be responsible primarily 
for lowering of resistance and latching 
of cold. Unfortunately, the majority 
of men dress rather heavily and are 
fairly comfortable outdoors, whereas 
women are likely to cover their some- 
what scanty garments with heavy 
coats and furs. 


However, when they come indoors, 


the women find the amount of cover- 
ing insufficient and demand high tem- 
peratures in the romo, while the men 
suffer because of the excess clothing 
they wear in a temperature satisfac- 
tory to women workers.
